Years after the Cherokees, Choc­ 
taws, Chickasaws and Creeks had set­ 
tled on their reservations in Oklaho­ 
ma and had accustomed themselves 
to the changed conditions wrought 
through their removal from the south­ 
land to this new and strange country 
the Seminoles were furiously contest­ 
ing the efforts of the United States 
government to bring them here, al­ 
though by treaty at Paynes Landing 
in 1832, they had accepted lands west 
of the Mississippi River. As ’Warriors 
the yhad proven themselves the su­ 
periors of any southern tribe, and the 
simple story of their seven yflars* 
resistance to the power of the federal 
government is a story of heroic de­ 
votion to w'hat they conceived to be 
their rights, a people of keen and 
discriminating judgment and 
of 
a 
strategy that was masterful. 
It wTas in 1842 that the removal of 
the Seminoles to Oklahoma w’as com­ 
pleted. They had lived so long in the 
semi-tropics, had become so accus­ 
tomed to the life of the everglades 
that they stoutly 
resisted 
removal. 
The government refused to allow them 
their slaves and the restrictions plac­ 
ed about them required a complete 
change in their lives. Mony of them 
—while on the trek to Oklahoma— 
conceived the idea of going into Mex­ 
ico, so much so that when the jour­ 
ney was ended a large number were 
absent, some dead, hut others in the 
land of the Aztecs. When they reach­ 
ed the state in 1842, an attempt was 
made to merge them into the Creek 
nation, and while 
the 
Muskogeean 
blood flowed in their veins, they be­ 
came so dissatisfied that in 1866 the

Less of Caucasian blood flows in 
their veins than any of the five civ­ 
ilized tribes, and only the Cherokees 
—among whom but few, if any, full 
bloods are found—surpass them. 
In the short span of only 70 years, 
they have merged from savagery in­ 
to civilization. Where, formerly, the 
warrior stood as the embodiment of 
prowess, courage and savagery—to­ 
day stands the splendid specimen of 
physique, intelligent, courageous, and 
manly—devoted to the new life and 
its many vicissitudes, and willing to 
help solve the problems of citizen­ 
ship. 
The Seminoles have, for many cen­ 
turies, been considered the most as­ 
tute of our aborigines. 
He was un­ 
usually keen I nfollowing trails; pos­ 
sessed a vision, trained to minute de­ 
tection; intensely devoted to his fam­ 
ily; frank and open in his ideas on 
all tribal subjects; bravely battled for

The Good Roads Movement* 
In her excellent work on country 
life and the country school, Miss Ma­ 
bel Carney in speaking of good roads 
says: “Roads throughout all time 
have been the symbol of growth and 
expansion. They are truly said to lim­ 
it the progress of a people and deter­ 
mine their 
thought 
In the 
open 
country especially they become the 
arteries o | life. The very absorp­ 
tion with which the road is scanned 
from every farm window proves its 
significance in the life of the country. 
The road problem in truth, lies next 
to the heart of the whole rural sit­ 
uation, and is underlaid only by the 
more fundamental issue of proper ed­ 
ucation." 
Good roads do much to relieve the 
monotony of country life because they 
make it possible for the farmer to 
visit the churches, the schools, the 
postoffice, and his neighbors without 
difficulty. Bad roads increase the la­ 
bor and expense of getting crops to 
market, in fact perishable products 
may go entirely to waste before they 
can be taken to market during wet 
seasons or periods when the roads 
w hieh have had np attention become 
muddy and impassable. The annual 
“mud tax” in the United States, or 
the financial loss due to transporting 
crops over bad roads, is estimated at 
250 million dollars. 
Hon. L. W. Page, U. S. director of 
public roads, says: “It costs a farm­ 
er 1 .6 cents more to haul a bushel of 
wheat 9.4 miles to a neighboring rail- 
road station than it costa to trans­ 
port it from New York to Liverpool, 
u distance of 3,100 miles.**

Decrease af Typhoid Cases. 
Oklahoma City, Ok., Aug. 22.—There 
has been a marked decrease in the 
number of cases of typhoid fever dur­ 
ing the last three years, as shown by 
reports made to State Health Commis­ 
sioner Mahr. In July, 1911, there were 
525 cases and 33 deaths, ta 1912, 608 
cases and 44 deaths and last July 
there were 968 cases and 41 deaths. 
‘The water supply both in reser­ 
voirs and wells has been lower this 
year than either of the others,” said 
)r. Mahr, “and that may always be 
oounted upon as affording opportunity 
br the disease, hot I attribute the 
decrease to the regular campaign we 
lave been making each season, added 
to the opportunity to obtain free ex­ 
amination of water supplies. We have 
hammered against the fly and urged 
Tegular clean-ups of promisee and 
townsAThe figures aho wthat it to 
getting result.”
